witnesses had been approached by the 
father of the defendants and told that 
lie "would lose nothing"by not appearing 
at the trial. 
It is believed that tbere is 


little likelihood at a new trial being 
granted and that even if it is both will 
again be convicted.

the detectives to be a crook and a decid- 
edly dangerous one and his conviction 
has caused trolley men to be jubilant.

ROADS. 


The advocates ot the Erownlow-Lati- 


mcr Go»d Roads bills olalm not to be 


fruid c f criticism. 
In fact, it i» exactly 


what tl ey desire, as this will aid in get- 
ing the i matter before tho people in die- 
usniOD that will develop strength of the 
uestion. One of the strongest arguments 
n favoi of National eld to good roads Is 
hat bai*d on the river and harbor appro- 
rlatious. The only question seriously 
liacuss'id when a river and harbor bill 
iomes up in Congress are the amounts to 
>e vote land for what particular im- 
irovement the money is to be spent, the 
general policy being already thoroughly 
established. 
Congress baa in the past 


fifty years voted more than $100,000,000 
or this purpose, und now au annnal ap- 
propriation of $26,000,000 is looked upon 


quitii conservative. The advocates of 


National aid to road improvement claim 
hat much more can be (aid in favor 
if their proposition than in 
favor of 


her and harbor legislation, and much 
ess againet It. Both come under the 
general c'aus of 
"internal 
improve- 


ments,' 
The general arguments in favor 


of river and harbor improvements may be 
iiimmeil up as follows: (1) They promote 
ho general welfare. 
(2) The improve- 


ments fntail an expense too heavy to be 
)orue by the people of the localities most 
diractly interested, and hence would 
never lie ma-Je if the Government re- 
need t ) foot the bills. The same argu- 
ments ipply with equal fnrce to the im- 
jrovement 
of tho 
public Highways. 


Certainly no kind 
of improvement 


would 4o more to promote the prosper 
ty and tho moral and intellectual up- 
juildirig of the masses. It is also equal- 
ly certuin that this great work of internal" 
mproviments will remain undone, to a 
great extent, if the ft hole burden of ex- 
pense J9 left to be earned by the people 
of tho rural neighborhoods. More than 
a hundred years of experience in most 
of the older States sufficiently demon- 
strates this fact. 
In truth, no general 


progreis is being made except in Penn- 
sylvania and four or flvo wealthier States 
which ulopted the State aid plan. 


The policy of voting Federal, aid to 


road 11 irovement has three groat advan- 
tages over that of voting funds for river 
und haibor improvements, as follows: 


First—While tho money voted for the 


latter purpose is collected from the whole 
people by taxation, it IB necessarily ex- 
pended in limited localities, the inhabi- 
tants df which receive tho greater part of 
the benefits. 
In fact, a great majority 


of the people of the United States receive 
no din ot and but little indirect benefit 
from these improvements. On the other 
band, n Federal appropriation for road 
improvement would be available for the 


UBO in any section. 
Every State and 


count} could share in the direct benefits, 
while large indirect benefits would come 
to the people of all oitiefl and towns. 


Second—The benefits flowing from an 


appropriation for rivers and harbors are 
strictly limited to the amount of money 
voted, as no help is required from the lo- 
cal communities. 
But tne 
Brownlow- 


Latimer plan merely oontemplates that 
the Government shall help the people 
who are willing to help themselves. No 
community oould have any port of the 
Government aid until it had raised a 
share of the funds equal to its quota of 
the Government fund. 
Thus a Federal 


appropriation for this purpose would 
produi e benefits far beyond the limits of 
the amount voted. 


Thiid—National aid to road improve- 


ment would be free from tho "log-roll- 
ing" features of river and harbor legisla- 
tion vhioh so often injuriously affects 
other important matters in Congress. 
This is true because the fund wojld be 
quittihly distributed according to a g»n- 
ral plan. The Government would eim- 
ily rniike available a sum of money an 
equitable share of which would be so- 
ured by any State or county complying 
with certain specified conditions. It is 
lifflcult to see how any member of Otin- 
gress cnn logically vote for a river and 
harbor bill and refuse to support an ap- 
propriation to aid in improving the 
highways of the country.

METAL PENS. 


One ot Auclent llomim Make Ha* the 


Ill»IInctlvc Silt. 


Sorpe curious one lias collected a 


muss of: Interesting facts concerning 
metallic pen-i. 
Some of these refer- 


ences run back as far as the four- 
*sonth and even the thirteenth cen- 
tury, and, curiously enough, in the 
case of the manuscript of Robert d'Ar- 
toU, tho forger scribe, Is said to have 
used a bronze pen In order to disguise 
his writing and make his deception 
more safe, 
A Roman metal pen is 


said to have been found nt Aosta, not 
a mere stylus, but a bronze pen slit, 
and there is some evidence of a pen 
or reed of bronze nearly as early as 
the invention of printing In the fif- 
teenth century. 
More than a hun- 


dred years ago some steel pens were 
made in Birmingham for Dr. Priestly, 
and some of these placed into the 
hands, of Sir .Toslah Mason In his early 
days with Mr. Harrison, but all seem to 
have been losjt. The first pen of metal 
of a definite date, beyond all question, 
Is one in a Dutch patent book of 1717. 
At about the same time a polite ode 
of Pope's refers to a "steel and golden 
pen," 
but these were evidently lux- 


uries only, and it was not until about 
the end of the first quarter of the last 
century that metallic pens became 
more generally in use. In the "Local 
Notes and Queries" In tho Birming- 
ham Weekly Post definite evidence 
has been given of steel pens as early is 
1JOG 
aiid more commonly In 1817, but 


it was about 1823 and 1824 that the 
great revolution came by which pens 
were made by a chenuer process—the 
hand screw press which pierced the 
pens from steel rolled into tube fash- 
Ion and tho joint formed the silt, but 
these required considerable labor to 
shape them into pen form. 
The use 


of the screw press belongs to the pe- 
riod of John Mitchell, Joseph Glllot 
and Josiah Mason, but on a careful 
review of the facts It seems to be 
clear that John Mitchell has the best 
claim to be considered as the original 
Introducer of press made pens.—Buffa- 
lo Times.
